1,000 Answers for $1.50 


A “poor, struggling inventor” last week 
sent us a sample of his most recent crea- 
tion, a vinyl-plastic, pocket-size, do-it-your- 
self calculator which ought to save the 
user time and temper in computing how 
much he is going to win on No. 4 in the 
next race. 

“I am an automotive body designer by 
profession, a member of the Society of 
Automotive engineers, and an ‘improver of 
the breed’ by avocation,” wrote Normal L. 
Rissanen, of Royal Oak, Mich. “My wife 
and I attend the races at every oppor- 
tunity, and she was always asking me 
such questions as, ‘What does 8 to 5 pay?’ 
or ‘Which pays more, 6 to 5 or 3 to 2?’ or 
‘I’m out $9, so how much do I have to bet 
at 1-to-2 odds to get even?’ As you can 
see I solved the problem once and for 
all by designing the enclosed Winner- 
Teller mutuel calculator for her. Now we 
both enjoy the races more.” 

The inventor went on to say that the 
model he sent us—Model D-12—was one 
of 3 for which he holds copyrights. With 
this one we can cempute more than 
1.000 pari-mutuel problems. But with 
Model D-21 we could have dialed over 
1.400 answers, and with S-1 (a slide-rule 
type) more than 2,450 answers. We were 
favored with D-12 because it was the 
only one in production. 

Model D-12 is a 5-by-3 card (see illus- 
tration) which has on its front side a 
movable dial calibrated for bets of $2, 
$5. $15. $20, and $50. On the periphery 
of the dial are combinations of odds, from 
1 to 5 up to 9 to 2. In order to find

out how much one should collect, say, 
with a winning $5 ticket on a 3-to-5 bet, 
he simply moves the dial until the $5 arrow 
rests under the correct odds; the pay-off, 
in this case $7, is revealed in the corre- 
sponding window. 

On the back of the card, arranged in a 
simple table, are odds and pay-offs on 
bets of $100, $200, $300, $400, $500, and 
$1,000. 

The price: $1.50 for a D-12, but only 98 
cents if one cares to order 100 of them. 
A bargain either way, considering that - 
even for $1.50, answers cost no more than 
fifteen-hundredths of a cent apiece. 


A Time For Everything 


Call us backward if you will, but we 
still hold that baseball, football, horse 
racing, and most of the other outdoor 
sports should be played in the afternoon, 
leaving the night for basketball, bridge, 
and romance. There are good reasons far 
more substantial than our own prejudices 
for resisting night racing, and we hope 
that the Maryland legislature, after it 
reads the Rasin Committee’s report (given 
elsewhere in this issue), weighs them 
carefully. We hope, too, that the legislators 
are wiser than their committee, which 
wrote that the state should feel “no finan- 
cial or other responsibility” if private in- 
terests decided to experiment with racing 
under lights.

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Guest Editorial

Mr. John W. Hanes has said, “Like 
business and industry, racing is constantly 
changing.” To meet this constant change 
there is a progressive readjustment in the 
life of the race horse. His campaign sched- 
ule undergoes a continuous revision, and 
the methods of his training have to be 
altered to fit into it. With racing on a 
year-round basis and with 9 races a day at 
many of the major tracks, few horses 
know what a vacation means. With no rest 
to speak of, the physical wear and tear 
on a horse presents an ever increasing 
problem of keeping him racing-sound. 

More and more, the veterinary profes- 
sion is called upon to assist in finding a 
degree of solution to this problem. While 
business and industry are changing con- 
stantly, the most rapid and dramatic 
change occurs in the field of medicine, 
where a new drug today is an old one 
tomorrow. It is very fortunate for the race 
horse that veterinarians have easy access 
to any and all drugs that will help to keep 
him healthy and sound. 

The recent furor regarding medication. 
and in particular Butazolidin, has focused 
attention on a phase of racing which is 
little understood and often misinterpreted. 
Some writers take advantage of a situation 
hy suggesting that possibly something sin- 
ister has transpired when a horse is medi- 
cated. It is most unfortunate that many 
people are unacquainted with racing, un- 
acquainted with what transpires, except in 
the race itself. The hours, days, months, 
and years of preparation are untold. 

Horses live at the race track under 
abnormal conditions. They have compar- 
atively little exercise during the 24-hour 
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period. The feed shipped to the track fre- 
quently loses much of its nourishing value. 
The stress of racing causes destruction of 
large quantities of red blood cells which 
are essential to transport oxygen to the 
cells. There is untold stress to tendons, 
joints, ligaments, and other tissue. 

Who is to blame for the present dilema? 
The obvious answer is racing itself. The 
New York racing season has been extend- 
ed from the middle of March until Decem- 
ber 1. Nine races a day are on the card, 
as contrasted with 8, which had been cus- 
tomary. This is accomplished with the 
same number of horses. Many of the 
tracks, such as Pimlico, have taken ad- 
vantage of engineering feats by enclosing 
and heating the stands for the spectators. 
Few, if any, states offer to shorten the 
season. The enly hardship at present seems 
to be the overlapping of dates between 
Florida and several of the Eastern states. 
The continuing competition for the tax 
dollar has placed an intolerable burden on 
the horses themselves. 


Competition for track records is a fac- 
tor. Not too long ago a prominent track 
efficial made the statement that a partic- 
ular day was one of the greatest days of 
racing, because 2 track records were 
broken that afternoon. That same after- 
noon 3 horses were destroyed because they 
were hopelessly broken down. 

Recently the question was raised as to 
the number of sound horses in racing. 
Unfortunately, there are too few. It has 
been estimated that fully one-third of 
the horses in training require treatment in 
one form or another. There are many sin- 
cere arguments on both sides of the medi- 
cation question, and the sincerity of all 
parties involved is beyond question. 
Nevertheless, there appears to be an ir- 
reconcilable difference between the laud- 
able sentiment that “a horse which needs 
medication shouldn’t be racing” and the 
constant expansion of racing. 

“Protecting the public” cannot be con- 
demned any more than pretty girls. 
motherhood, or the U. S. Marines. How- 
ever, if certain medications can aid horses 
to race to the best of their ability without 
stimulating or depressing them, and with- 
out falling into the category of local 
anesthetics, how can the public be better 
served? As Mr. James E. Fitzsimmons has 
remarked, “If medication is ever permiss- 
able, how do you protect the public by 
banning it 48 hours before a race, or just 
when the animal needs it most to assure a 
good performance?” 

The question of Butazolidin (or other 
medicaments) as a contributory cause to 
“hot and cold” performance has been 
vastly exaggerated. It has been shown that 
there has been no significant change in 
the percentage of winning favorites, either 
during the period in which Butazolidin 
was in general use or since its ban. As 
any horseman knows, there are many ways 
in which a trainer can alter the perform- 
ance of a horse through the sins of com- 
mission or omission—some of them with- 
out violating any rule in the book. 

The present situation highlights an en- 
tirely paradoxical situation. If the present 
course is continued, the whole situation 
becomes a battle between chemists. On one 
hand, we shall have the continual synthesis 
of new compounds of therapeutic value. 
On the other hand, we shall witness stren- 
uous efforts by analytical chemists to 
develop tests for the detection of these 
compounds in saliva and urine of horses. 
In the center of this battle, completely 
ignored, will be the horse owner, the train- 
er, and the veterinarian. Already, research 
sections of large pharmaceutical com- 
panies are developing and have developed 
compounds which replace those in present 
use. Has the whole battle to erupt again 
in a few years? 

In many respects the chemists have done 
a fine job. However, it is not the place

The Council’s Rasin Committee 


Laid Down the Law in Maryland 


Battimore. After a 5-month study of 
Maryland racing, requested by the Legis- 
lative Council, the Rasin Committee’s re- 
port was released to the public on Decem- 
ber 15. Newly appointed judge George B. 
Rasin Jr., chairman of the committee, 
would not affirm that the bulky 32-page 
report had the backing of Gov. J. Millard 
Tawes, but he said, “I have no reason to 
think that the governor wouldn’t support 
it.” 

Asked to sum up his thinking on the 
exhaustive study (reference to “investiga- 
tion” is taboo), Rasin replied, “I have the 
feeling that one of the keenest problems 
is to find means of combating attempts to 
run from competition. Instead of analyzing 
its problems and setting a course to meet 
them head-on, Maryland racing has been 
running away. In so doing it has frittered 
away its position among racing states.” 

The committee took a _ middle-of-the- 
road position concerning night racing, one 
of the hottest subjects of the entire study. 
In so doing, it left the door open for legis- 
lation to permit Baltimore Raceway to 
switch from harness racing to Thorough- 
bred racing. Baltimore Trotting Races, 
Inc., operators of Baltimore Raceway, an- 
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By Joe B. Hickey Jr. 


nounced last week that it had acquired 
controlling interest in the 6-furlong Bel 
Air race track. 

Bel Air isn’t much as tracks—even half- 
mile ones—go, but it has 12 racing flys. 
Baltimore Raceway hopes to transfer these 
dates to its own track and stage a 36-night 
flat racing meeting under lights, prefer- 
ably between the close of Delaware Park 
and the opening of Timonium. 

To some observers, Baltimore Raceway’s 
announcement concerning the purchase of 
Bel Air seemed premature, but apparently 
the politically-strong harness oval feels it 
holds a pat hand. It has been reported 
that the group, headed by Jerold C. Hoff- 
berger (president of the National Brew- 
ing Company and holder of 20 per cent of 
the stock in the Baltimore Orioles), has 
$3.000,000 ready to pour into conversion. 

The report, which incorporates an am- 
bitious program to vitalize the Maryland 
breeding industry, will be presented to the 
General Assembly during its 90-day ses- 
sion beginning January 4. Fifteen votes in 
the Senate and 62 in the House constitute 
the required majority for passage after 
the third reading. 

Though most of the tracks called before 


the committee for suggestions asked for 
additional dates, the report holds firm on 
a 278-day maximum. Adjustment within 
the present schedule is likely, however. It 
is believed that half-mile Cumberland is 
ripe for plucking and that the 3 mile 
tracks could purchase the rickety western 
Maryland track and divide the 12 days 
among them. This would give Bowie. 
Laurel, and Pimlico 44 days each. 

The Rasin Committee had been instruct- 
ed to “set forth specifically and in detail 
means of bettering Maryland racing now 
and of providing an atmosphere for orderly 
growth to the advantage of the Maryland 
livestock and agricultural industry, the 
racetrack customers, the horsemen, joc- 
keys, and others who make their living at 
the racetracks, the track owners and man- 
agers, and the State of Maryland.” 

The most significant of the committee’s 
21 points: 


1. Thoroughbred racing at mile tracks 
in 1959 yielded 78 per cent of the state’s 
racing revenue with only 4414 per cent 
of the racing dates. Thoroughbred racing 
at mile tracks suffers from fragmented 
schedules and competition for both dates 
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and customers from harness racing and 
half-mile racing. Any sacrifices in days 
of racing or schedules will yield better 
and more profitable racing if those sacri- 
fices are made at the expense of the 
lesser interests. 

2. Harness racing is the beneficiary of 
the most favorable tax structure of any 
of the three forms of Maryland racing 
(mile, half-mile, harness), yet harness 
racing yields the least per diem revenue 
to the State. 

3. No track nor any interest ought to 
receive any special consideration with re- 
spect to taxes or adherence to rules and 
directives of the Racing Commission. If a 
track needs special consideration to 
operate, its racing days ought to revert 
to the State to be allocated where they will 
do more good for racing and for the 
State. 

4. Consolidation of racing facilities at 
mile, half-mile, and harness tracks is de- 
sirable and ought to be encouraged 
through absorption, purchase, merger, or 
abandonment in order that capital ex- 
penditures for physical plant and equip- 
ment can be concentrated and therefore 
more effective and so that a more orderly 
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scheduling of racing is possible. It is not 
the intent of this Committee that all of 
the present 276 days eventually be allo- 
cated to mile tracks. 

5. The quality of Thoroughbred racing 
can be raised by increasing purses for the 
better grade (but not the lowest grade) 
horses. 

6. The institution of a Maryland-Bred 
Racing Fund will enhance and be a bene- 
fit to both racing and breeding in Mary- 
land. 

7. It is the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee that, under the present structure of 
40 days of racing at each mile track, split 
meetings ought to be eliminated. 

8. This Committee recommends eight 
races per day at mile tracks, except on 
Saturdays, holidays, and stake days, at 
which times not more than 9 may be run 
if the track so wishes. 

9. It would not necessarily be detri- 
mental to the state to allow a private in- 
terest to experiment with night racing at 
its own risk and at its own expense with 
no financial or other responsibility what- 
soever to be borne in any way by the 
state. 

10. The pari-mutuel take of 12 per cent 


gives Maryland mile tracks a competitive 
cdvantage. The tracks have not exploited 
this advantage whatsoever. It is recom- 
mended that the tracks utilize this com- 
petitive edvantage fully. The State ought 
to observe carefully the exploitation by 
the tracks of this advantage. If it is not 
exploited successfully, the State ought 
to consider the subject further. 

11. Cooperation among the mile tracks 
in the allocation of stalls, keeping facil- 
ities available for training, and in public 
relations and publicity is essential to the 
maintenance of Maryland’s competitive 
position as a major racing state. The 
present mutual antagonism and distrust 
mong the mile tracks is detrimental to 
the orderly conduct and the quality of 
Marvland racing. If this situation is not 
remedied, the State cought to take any 
steps necessary. 

12. A Legislative Council Committee 
cught to be established on a continuing 
basis to provide a current and continuous 
liaison between the legislature and the 
Racing Commission. 

13. If it is impossible for a half-mile 
racing association to support high-quality 
racing on adequate and satisfactory prem- 
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ises, the Committee suggests that the 
Racing Commission treat the racing days 
allocated to that association as racing 
days per se, either allowing them to re- 
vert to the state for re-allocation or allew- 
ing the purchase of the association by 
other interests and transfer of the days 
of racing to adequate approved premises. 


FLORIDA 
The Lucky Unlucky One 


Miami. The leading candidate for Trop- 
ical Park’s Coral Gables Handicap on 
December 3 was a 3-year-old gelding 
which 2 months before had luckily escaped 
death in a tragic fire that razed his and 
another barn at Narragansett Park. Only 
the day before the fire he had been bought 
by Jerome Derenzo for $50,000. 

April Skies had had nothing but trouble 
all his life, but trainer Gene Semler had 
babied him along in a running battle with 
a bloed infection and horribly bad feet. 

“The night after Mr. Derenzo bought 
the horse, and decided to leave me in 
charge as trainer, I was having dinner at 
home and listening to the radio,” Semler 
said. “All of a sudden they interrup the 
broadcast and somebody says, ‘Fire has 
broken out in the barn area at Narra- 
gansett. Several horses have been burned 
to death—one of them the stakes winner 
April Skies.” 

Semler nearly fainted. When he was 


> 


able to move, he rushed out to the barns. 
Two were on fire and, sure enough, one 
of them was his own. 


“They'd let all the horses loose when 
the fire started, but 4 of ’em had gone 
back into our barn and burned to death,” 
Gene said. “April Skies had tried to get 
back in the barn, too, but they managed 
to shoo him away. He wasn’t dead after 
all. 

“But for the next 2 hours I wasn’t sure 
whether he was going to make it or not. 
He got out on the highway for a while, 
and then they opened the racing strip and 
got most of the horses on the track. It 
was pitch dark—a horrible mess. 

“Three of my horses got banged up 
something terrible, but April Skies wasn’t 
hurt a bit. I lost all my tack and equip- 
ment, too. And I was scared to death all 
ihat smoke might have affected Skies’ 
lungs. But darn if he hasn’t run good 
ever since.” 

April Skies had won the day before the 
fire and had been purchased by Derenzo, 
a contractor from Needham. Mass. Der- 
enzo had signed insurance papers on 
April Skies, but he was not certain whether 
the policy had gone into effect when the 
fire broke out. 

“A lot of guys tried to submarine me,” 
Semler said, “but Dr. Derenzo decided he 
wanted to keep someone in charge who 
knew the horse and his troubles. And boy, 
this horse has had troubles.” 

April Skies last winter won his first start 
in Florida, a division of the Alligator 


Trainer Gene Semler and an affectionate April Skies seem to approve of each 


other. The good sprinter last week won the City of Coral Gables Handicap. 
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Handicap, and in his only other race here 
he turned in a dismal effort in the Hibis- 
cus Stakes at Hialeah Park. 

“It all fit in with his blood trouble. 
Any time you try to do too much for 
him, you knock him out. Some days he’ll 
stop after half a mile. Another time he’ll 
go a mile and an eighth without any 
trouble. We never did find out for sure 
what it was until a couple months ago. 
Every week we had to have a blood cul- 
ture—at $25 a sample. One vet would tell 
us he was anemic. We’d treat him for 
anemia, and it wouldn’t help. 

“Finally, we got it. It was in the in- 
testines. Now we control it with penicilin. 

“All that blood trouble caused the bad 
feet. And I mean bad. I don’t know how 
many races he come out of with the nails 
bloody. Lot of times we didn’t dare put 
more than 3 nails in the shoe. Couldn’t 
shoe him more than once every 6 weeks. 
Finally, we gave him 2 months at Dela- 
ware this summer to give his feet a chance 
to heal—from June to August. 

“When we got him ready to run, all we 
did was gallop him 8 times. ‘Course, he 
gallops like some horses breeze. When 
he’s sharp, he'll pull the boy right out 
of the saddle. Anyway, when we run him 
after the 2-month lay-off he wins at 
Rockingham by 6 lengths in :10.” 

On the day before the Narragansett 
fire, April Skies had won an overnight 
handicap, and 6 days after the fire he 
finished second to Phil Rube in the Provi- 
dence Handicap. 

“Never would have lost that one if the 
boy on Phil Rube hadn’t taken us out 
to the middle of the track on the turn.” 

In the 1,°;-mile Roamer Handicap, the 
gelding’s next start, jockey Earl Knapp 
was unable to rate him, and he finished 
seventh—the first time in 10 starts that 
the horse had been worse than second. 

“Earl tried to rate him, but when Skies 
saw horses in front of him he just took off 
and went to the front. He went the 3 
quarters in :11, and you can’t do that 
going a mile and _ three-sixteenths.” 

Semler did very little with April Skies 
before his next start, the Sport Page 
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Handicap on November 16. 

“When we blew him out a half 2 days 
before the race he went so bad—three- 
eighths in :40 and something—the clock- 
ers didn’t even put it in the Form. Used 


to be a tremendous work horse. He’s 


smartened up.” 


The easier April Skies works, tlie better 
he runs. He just galloped in the Sport 
Page, beating Mail Order and Four Lane 
handily and winning by 314 lengths. Then 
Semler vanned him to Tropical Park for 
the Hurricane Handicap, on opening day. 
The only “work” given April Skies was a 
mild gallop with a pony the day before 
the race. 

In the Hurricane, April Skies was third 
down the back side, went to *Noholme II 
at the three-eighths-pole and won gallop- 
ing by 2 lengths over Alhambra. The time 
was a dazzling 1:0944 over a track which 
had been made a full inch deeper—and 
at least a full second slower—than the 
previous year. 

“This horse has got a lot of heart,”” Sem- 
ler ‘said. “How good would he be if he 
didn’t have troubles? Wow! But maybe 
it’s just as well. He’d break himself down. 
he’d run so hard. We can’t stop the blood 
infection, but at least we can control it 
now. Since we found out, his feet have im- 
proved, too. Now we have a little bit 
to work on. Used to be we could just clip 
his shoes with the rasp, and that was 
all. 

“His best move is coming from third 
place. He'll loaf in front. He likes to be 
looking at horses. And when he gets 
ready to run, you have to go with him. 
He runs real good sprinting coming off a 
route. That’s why I plan to send him back 
in that next sprint stake (City of Coral 
Gables, December 17). And then we’ll try 
to get him up to the big one closing day 
(the $50,000-added Tropical Handicap, at 
114 miles) .” 

In his second start at Tropical, the 
City of Miami Handicap, at a mile and 
70 yards on December 3, April Skies went 
off at 2 to 5 and lost, by a nose and a 
head in a spectacular finish by Tapis (41 
to 1) and Silky-Satin (19 to 1). He had 
broken poorly and had been in an ex- 
tended drive frem the half-mile-pole. April 
Skies was ridden by Bill Hartack in the 
City of Miami, and Semler absolved the 
rider of all blame. 

“Skies has done that before, not break- 
ing,” he said. “This time the starter had 
him by the ear—grabbed him as soon as 
he stepped in the gate. Too soon, maybe. 
When they sprung ’em, he whipped his 
head sideways, the other way. 

“When he doesn’t break, he runs rank. 
You just can’t guide him. Hartack tried 
to save ground with him on the (stretch) 
turn, but he couldn’t keep him in. If he’d 
been able to guide him at all right there, 
he still would have won. 
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“Skies has got himself beat at least 5 
times this year alone. Either by not break- 
ing or running wide. I’ve schooled him 
and schooled him and schooled him in 
the mornings, and he just stands there, 
not moving a muscle. He’d been okay 
lately, but he went back to the old habit 
this time. But he came back good, and 
he'll run good this time (in the Coral 
Gables). Sure, T'Il put Hartack back on. 
If I can get him.” 

Semler got Hartack,. and April Skies 
did run back to his race in the Hurricane 


Handicap. His time was the same, 1:094, 
but the victory was even more impressive. 

Despite being eased through the finak 
sixteenth, April Skies won by 3 lengths. 
Hartack broke him fourth in a bulky 14- 
horse field, collared Accomplish at the 
three-eighths-pole, and opened up 4 
lengths. Pied d’Or closed very well to be 
second, a neck in front of Room and 
Board, which also finished with good 
courage. 

April Skies carried 121 pounds, 4 less 
than Roman Colonel. The Colonel im- 


Miami. With the 1960 title already 
tucked away, Bill Hartack is riding 
only on stakes days at Tropical Park 
for the remainder of the year. But that 
still gives him time enough to get em- 
broiled in a controversy or 2 

On Saturday, December 17. Hartack 
warmed up Arnold Winick’s First Fair 
before the fourth race and decided the 
horse was sore. He complained to the 
veterinarian at the gate. Dr. E. D. 
Clawson, who check- 
ed the horse and 
decided he was sound 
enough run. 
Hartack was adam- 


ant, however; he 
trotted First Fair 
back to pad- 
dock where Buck 


Thornburg took over. 

“This horse is too 
sore to run, I just 
hope nobody 
hurt,” Hartack said 
as he walked back 
into the jockeys’ 
room. “He nearly 
fell down 4 times out 
there. Arnie (Win- 
ick) is a good friend 
of mine. . . . You 
don’t think I’d_re- 
fuse to ride his horse 
just for the hell of 
it?” 

He told Thornburg. “Be careful on 
him.” 

With Tornburg up. First Fair was 
a distant trailer throughout the 6-fur- 
long race, finishing last in the 7-horse 
field, 1114 lengths behind the winner 

The crowd, which had set up a howl 
when Hartack came off the track with 
First Fair, set up a much louder howl 
after the race, when Thornburg brought 
the horse back. 

After the race, Thornburg said: “The 
horse definitely was sore. He broke

okay and he ran okay the first couple 
strides. Then he pinned his ears back 
and just wouldn’t run.” 

“Im just glad of one thing,” Har- 
tack said. “Nobody got hurt. Did you 
hear them booing when I brought the 
horse back? I was trying to protect 
them, too, and they boo me for it.” 

Winick had no comment. 

Dr. Clawson admitted First Fair “might 
have been a trifle sore in his right 
stifle. But he went 
all right in the race 
and he pulled up all 
right.” 

Bud Lyon, chart 
caller for the Daily 
Racing Form, said in 
his footnotes to the 
fourth race: “First 
. Fair galloped along 
behind his field and 
showed no apparent 
soreness during the 
running or after pull- 
ing up.” 

Bunny Almy, chief 
steward at Tropical, 
said no action would 
be taken. “Any jock- 
ey has the privilege 
of refusing to ride 
a horse,” he said. 

Did the incident 
reflect discredit on 
Tropical Park racing 
and its veterinarians? 

That’s hard to say,” Almy answered. 

Two years ago, on February 22 at 
Hialeah Park, Hartack refused to ride 
Fred W. Hooper’s Greek Circle. It 
was Widener Day, and with a tele- 
vision commitment to worry about 
there wasn’t time enough to get an- 
other rider. Greek Circle was scratch- 
ed, and more than $138,000 was re- 
funded to bettors. Next time out, 
Greek Circle ran second.

NEW MEXICO 


Snow at Sunland 


Suntanp Park, N. M. Snow fell in the 
E! Paso area on December 8-9. It wasi’t 
deep, by northern standards, but it was 
enough to close the schools on Friday, De- 
cember 9, leaving children to enjoy the 
unusual pleasure of manufacturing snow- 
men on front lawns. 

It came very near to causing cancella- 
tion of the racing program at Sunland 
Park, but about 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. after the sun had cleared the roads 
and it was apparent that no unusual haz- 
ards were involved, general manager Wood 
Erwin decided that it was better to take 
a loss than to cancel the racing. The turn- 
stiles that afternoon counted only 1,509 
shivering customers, who got only small 


comfort from the 200 gas heaters suspend- 
ed above them in the stands. 

For one enthusiastic group of owners 
the snow produced as much fun as the 
children had from it. It left the track 
sloppy for the second time since it was 
built. and by Sunday, December 11, the 
going was heavy. The track proved to be 
just right, in the feature race of the after- 
noon, for the chalk players, trainer Her- 
bert Claggett. the meeting’s leading jockey 
Gale Mower, and 14 fair owners of Win- 
sham Lad, winner of the 614-furlong Pan 
Zareta Handicap. 

Winsham Lad is a 4-year-old gelding by 
*Faubourg Il—*Winsham Lass, by Dante. 
He belongs to the Temulac Stable, which 
was organized about 2 years ago for hu- 
manitarian reasons. Jockey Herb Clag- 
gett had been smashed around in so many 
spills that Mrs. Robert F. Haynsworth, of 
El Paso, and some of her friends offered 
to buy a horse and turn it over to him 
if he would hang up his riding tack and 
start training. 

When Claggett accepted the offer, Hazel 
Haynsworth collected $500 from each of 
13 friends, adding her own stake, of 
course, and set up a budget plan for main- 
taining expenses. The Temulac Stable, 
whose name suggests that it stands at the 
end of the scale opposite Calumet, made 
its first investment on March 2, 1959, 
when it paid $3.300 for Llangollen Farm’s 
Winsham Lad in an auction conducted by 
Joe Hernandez at El Monte, Calif. 


Trainer Herbert Claggett had difficulty sustaining the weight of the big silver 


punch bowl when most of the 14 owners of Winsham Lad went to the winner’s 
enclosure to toast the horse’s third successive victory at Sunland Park. 
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Despite foot trouble early in the season, 
Winsham Lad won more than $5,000 last 
year and finished third in the Texas Derby 
at Sunland Park. This year he has done 
still better, proving himself one of the 
best older horses on the Arizona-New Mex- 
ico circuit. The stable now has 2 lesser 
performers, Country Delivery and High 
Wire, but Winsham Lad has _ provided 
most of the fun. The owners have planted 
grass and flowers about the stable, occa- 
sionally worked there in blue jeans and 
flown a pair of bloomers as a flag, and 
screamed in a concert of delight whenever 
they won a race. 


Members of the Temulac syndicate, be- 
sides the president, Mrs. Haynsworth, are 
Mrs. J. R. McVeigh, Mrs. Reginald San- 
ders, Mrs. Jesson Stowe, Mrs. T. W. Han- 
sen, Mrs. R. D. Wisbrun, Mrs. David E. 
Price. Mrs. P. M. Crawford, Miss Betty 
Rogers, Mrs. R. B. Price, Mrs. G. F. 
Knappenberger, Mrs. W. K. Simpson, Mrs. 
Walter Faye Averitt, and Miss Gwen Rob- 
bins. The last 3 of these live in New 
Mexico, the others in the El Paso area. 

Although the horse had established a 
reputation as a mudder, trainer Claggett 
still has to worry about his feet. On the 
morning of ihe Pan Zareta Handicap, for 
which he was topweight and morning line 
favorite. Claggett informed the stewards 
that he probably would scratch Winsham 
Lad because he could not wear stickers. 
Barry Whitehead suggested that he “wait 
a while” before making the final decision, 
and Claggett waited long enough for Win- 
sham Lad to add another race to his Sun- 
land Park string. 

Another feature of the December 11 pro- 
gram at Sunland Park was a special race 
matching Roy Gaines’ Quarter Horse May 
High against the Wagner Stable’s Thor- 
oughbred filly *Sovereignty, and the mud 
again proved to be an important factor— 
at least. according to Ismael Valenzuela, 
who made a special trip to ride Fred 
Wagner’s filly. 

The distance was 870 yards, (By New 
Mexico rules, a Quarter Horse “shall be 
deemed to be any breed of horse which 
is entered in a race of less than one-half 
mile.”) For this odd distance, *Sover- 
eignty had set a “world record,” which 
May High promptly had improved by a 
tenth of a second. In the special race, run 
before the official first race of the day, 
May High won ky about 5 lengths. The 
time was 46.8 seconds, 1.6 seconds slower 
than May High’s record on a fast track. 

For more reasons than the mud, the race 
had no great significance as a test between 
breeds. If *Sovereignty had Quarter 
Horse speed, May High had a virtually 
Thoroughbred pedigree. Both his parents 
are by the speedy Hygro (*Epinard— 
Ruddy Light, by *Honeywood), half- 
brother to Errard, Siskin, Chicleight, and

Dunce Retired 


A. B. Hancock Jr. last week announced 
the retirement of Dunce to Claiborne 
Farm. Paris. Ky.. where he will stand in 
1961 for a fee of $1,500 for a live foal. 


Dunce at 2 was second in the Arlington 
Futurity and third in the Futurity Stakes. 
Rated 5 pounds below the top-ranked First 
Landing and 3 pounds below *Tomy Lee, 
Dunce was in third place in the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap for 2-year-olds of 
1958, sharing an equal assignment of 123 
pounds with Intentionally. At 3 he was 
second in the Blue Grass takes and third 
in the Preakness Stakes, then won the 
Arlington Classic and American Derby. 
and was second to Round Table in the 
Washington Park Handicap. He was given 
123 pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap 
for 3-year-olds of 1959. This year he won 
the Stars and Stripes Handicap, finished 
second in the Phoenix, Ben Ali, Bowling 
Green, and Equipoise Mile Handicaps, 
and was third in the Royal Poinciana, Car- 
ter, and Laurance Armour Memorial 
Handicaps. In 2 seasons, Dunce won 9 
races, finished second 10 times, and was 
9 times third, earning a total of $351,545. 


From the second crop by Tom Fool, 
Dunce was the tenth foal of Ghanzi, also 
the dam of Ace Destroyer, winner of the 
Bashford Manor and Prairie State Stakes 
and Sheridan Handicap, the Alligator 
Handicap winner Ghan Fleet, and Cap 


and Bells, second in the 1960 Arlington 
Lassie Stakes.

in 1961. The 4-year-old son of Tom Fool—Ghanzi, by *Mahmoud, won $351,545. 
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and conditions under which he will stand 
were not announced. 

A 4-year-old son of *Nahar II, Namon 
was the fourth foal of Knight’s Gift, by 
Easy Mon, which won 19 races over 6 


seasons, finished second in the Joliet 
Stakes, and earned $46,740. Floragina, the 
second dam. won the Santa Clara Handi- 
cap, finished second in the Miami Beach 
and Sequoia Handicaps, and was third in 
the Astoria Stakes. Floragina produced 5 
other winners, including Saragino, winner 
of the Whimsical Stakes and third in the 
Selene Stakes. 

Namon at 2 won 6 of his 10 starts, in- 
chiding the Breeders’ Futurity, and was 
second to Demobolize in the Hyde Park 
Stakes.

War Trouble was unraced in 1959, but 
he returned to competition this year, win- 
ning 4 races and placing 7 times in 17 
starts. He retired with total earnings of 
$91.636, having won 20 races in 53 starts.

He 
raced 4 times as a 2-year-old (that is, before 
July 1, 1959), finishing second in the Clasico 
Raul y Raul E. Chevalier and third in the Clasico 
Santiago Luro. 

At 3 *Chimorro won at Palermo on August 22, 
1959, and the following month he was unplaced 
in *Mamboreta’s Gran Premio Jockey Club, but 
finished third in the Clasico Mariano Moreno.

J. S. M. Cosgrove was telling stories of 
his father’s career as a veterinarian in 
Ireland when a friend touched him on 
the shoulder. “Call for you, Maxie,” said 
the interrupter, pointing toward the desk 
telephone on a shelf at the end of the 
bar. 

Maxie Cosgrove, who had served as vet- 
erinarian for the successful Irish team of 
horses in the Olympic games earlier in 
the year, was surprised to get a call so 
far from his offices in Dublin, and at 
9:30 p. m. Mountain time. With a look 
of concern on his face, he made his way 
through the dancers, the drinkers, and the 
diners and took up the mouthpiece, the 
only response from which was a jet of 
cold water in his face. 

About 2 dozen of his American counter- 
parts got their dignity dampened in the 
same manner in a huge, barnlike tavern 
near Phoenix, Ariz., on the evening of 
December 13. at a party given by the 
Horsemen’s' Benevolent and _ Protective 
Association and Arizona Downs for mem- 
bers of the American, Association of 
Equine Practitioners. It was nearly 4 
o'clock in the morning before the bars in 
Scottsdale ceased ringing with unexpur- 
gated song. 

Such carrying on was a neoplasm in 
the proceedings of the annual conventions 
of the AAEP, whose programs are so 
tightly laced with serious work as to 
minimize serious frivolity. Even so, most 
of the small band of late carousers showed 
up early, if not bright, for the next and 
final session, on the morning of December 
14, unwilling to take the chance of miss- 
ing something useful in their practice. 

Despite the acceptance of a party break, 
the AAEP’s annual meeting, December 
12-14 at the Hotel Westward Ho, was 
carried out, as usual, with academic 
thoroughness and businesslike efficiency. 
The 1960 convention—the first held out- 
side of Chicago—drew a record attendance 
of 250 veterinarians and added 110 new 
members, raising the organization’s mem- 
bership to about 550. The rapid increase— 
nearly 100 per cent in the last 2 years— 
was attributable largely to the excellence 
of the annual meeting as a_ professional 
workshop. 

Most of the time during the 214 days 
of the meeting was given over to research 
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reports and only slightly less formal dis- 
cussion of various aspects of equine prac- 
tice. The business of the association is 
carried on mainly by the executive com- 
mittee, whose deliberations are so thor- 
ough that a minimum of discussion is 
found necessary when resolutions are pre- 
sented on the floor. 


The End of Equine Encephalomyelitis 


To one of its projects the AAEP put 
finis. At the opening session the retiring 
president, Dr. Jordan Woodcock, stated 
that the disease formerly called equine 
encephalomyelitis was now officially re- 
named viral encephalomyelitis (or en- 
cephalitis). The new name, officially ex- 
onerating the horse as an agent in spread- 
ing the disease, was accepted by the 
American Veterinary Medical Association 
at the request of the equine practitioners, 
who were supported by M.D.’s and by 
a symposium of experts held at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 


The effect of the ruling was to elimin- 
ate the only ground upon which a few 
racing commissioners had justified re- 
striction of the movement of horses when 
outbreaks of the disease were reported. 
Even after having been advised by special- 
ists and practitioners that equine encephal- 
omyelitis was a misnomer and that the 
horse, like the human being, was an end 
link in the chain of infection, some com- 
missioners continued to restrict movement 
of horses across state borders, on the 
basis of “what the public might think” if 
the acceptance of race horses from an 
affected area happened to coincide with 
spread of the disease in the human pop- 
ulation. 


Viral encephalomyelitis, in the words 
of a resolution passed at last December’s 
AAEP convention, “is basically a virus 
disease of the avian species, especially 
small wild birds. . . . The horse, as well 
as man, is an accidental ‘dead end’ host 
for the disease, and not a public threat 
in any manner.” 


Agreement on Medication 


At the convention held in Chicago in 
December, 1959, the equine practitioners 
heard debate and discussion concerning 


medication of race horses, a perennial sub- 
ject which was receiving extra attention 
largely because of the controversy over 
Butazolidin. They concluded by recom- 
mending a rule for the consideration of 
racing commissioners. As a result, they 
encountered criticism, especially from 
officials and executives of the can’t-let- 
the-bars-down school. Some of the blows 
were struck below the belt; a few critics 
insisted that the veterinarians’ motives were 
suspect, since the rule they recommended 
might tend to increase their practice. 

At the meeting last week there was no 
open discussion of the rules relating to 
medication on the race track, and Buta- 
zolidin was mentioned only in passing. 
But at the final session, on the morning 
of December 14. when the executive com- 
mittee presented a new resolution on the 
subject, the members agreed unanimously 
“to support the following policies:” 


(a) Prohibition of the use of a stimulant, de- 
pressant, or local anesthetic in a manner that 
might affect the racing performance of a horse. 

(b) Full use of modern therapeutic measures for 
the improvement ard protection of the health of 
the horse. 

(c) Regulation, and reporting to proper officials, 
of the administration of any medication which by 
its nature might influence the racing performance 
of a horse for a specific race. 


The veterinarians had expressed no basic 
change of attitude toward the use of medi- 
cation on the race course. Instead, they 
had withdrawn to what appeared to be a 
less militant position, avoiding contact 
with the semantics of rule-making. They 
wanted it understood that they were con- 
cerned with the best interests of racing 
to a greater extent than the best in- 
terests of veterinarians. 


Treatment vs. Destruction 


Another subject approached at the 1959 
convention was the handling of bone frac- 
tures incurred on the race track. This 
problem is complicated by many factors, 
including insurance and public reaction 
to the unpleasant spectacle of a horse in 
misery. {The angry letters in the British 
press after the destruction of Angers in the 
1960 Derby at Epsom were cited several 
times during the convention.) 

Reporting as chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed last year, Dr. Jacques 
Jenny, professor of orthopedic surgery in 
the School of Veterinary Medicine at the 
University of Pennsylvania, stated that 
plans had been worked out and _ that 
definite action remained to be undertaken. 
For the sake of brevity, Dr. Jenny quoted 
from the summary made by board chair- 
man Gen. Wayne O. Kester, of Denver, 
from the committee report. 

Orthopedic surgeons in human medicine 
and in small animal practice have reached 
a high degree of proficiency in handling 
bone fractures as a result of experience in 
large numbers of cases. The reason for 
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lesser proficiency in handling fracture 
cases in the horse “is that horse owners 
seldom allow fracture cases to be treated.” 

To solve the problem of obtaining more 
naturally occurring fracture cases, several 
obstacles must be overcome. (1) The pub- 
lic can be assured that it is not cruel to 
treat a horse with a fracture and would 
be quick to grasp this improved humane 
approach, (2) Existing facilities at race 
tracks can be adapted for first-aid treat- 
ment with little difficulty and cost. (3) 
Proficiency in handling and moving the 
injured horse needs to be developed, but 
pilot runs indicate that this is not a seri- 
ous problem. (4) “Some means must be 
devised whereby the owner can dispose 
of and receive compensation for the horse 
with the fractured leg without first de- 
stroying the animal. A satisfactory ar- 
rangement very advantageous to both the 
owner and the insurance companies could 
be worked out.” 


Finally, the committee proposes estab- 
lishing an equine orthopedic center at a 
veterinary college where large numbers of 
cases can be handled and “a Foundation 
or other agency for the purpose of or- 
ganizing and implementing the program. 

” 


In General Kester’s words, “The pro- 
posal is entirely practical, desirable, and 
should be implemented at once.” 


Other Business 


The executive committee, after consid- 
ering various invitations, recommended 
ihat the 1961 convention be held in Fort 
Worth, Texas, and this proposal, formally 
presented by Dr. Dan J. Anderson, was 
approved. The executive committee further 
suggested, without asking for a vote, that 
the 1962 meeting be held in Chicago and 
that of the following year “on the East 
Coast.” 

When the convention was asked whether 
there were any objections to meeting in 
late November, there was a chorus of 
yeses. By majority vote it was decided to 
hold the 1961 meeting on December 4-6. 
Dr. Anderson hoped that it would be 
possible to have the equine practitioners’ 
annual meeting coincide with those of the 
Quarter Horse and cutting horse associa- 
tions. 

Dr. William O. Reed, of New York, was 
named_ president-elect of the AAEP. He 
will succeed Dr. M. B. Teigland, of Opa 
Locka, Fla., who at this year’s convention 
succeeded Dr. Jordan Woodcock, of 
Katonah, N. Y.. as president. General 
Kester was retained as chairman of the 
hoard, Dr. Frank J. Milne, of Guelph, 
Ontario, as secretary-treasurer, and Dr. M. 
L. Seott. of Akron, Ohio, as executive sec- 
retary. Dr. Teigland will make 3 appoint- 
ments to the executive board, which has 
representatives from each of 10 geo- 
graphical regions.

Dr. Teigland, as the new president, 
appointed a committee charged with study- 
ing the relationship of a horse’s teeth to 
its age. The committee, which will prepare 
detailed information on the changes in 
the teeth, is composed of Dr. J. M. Miller, 
of Alamogordo, N. M., chairman; Dr. Dan 
J. Anderson, of Fort Worth; Dr. Harry 
Johnson, of Littleton, Colo.; Dr. E. R. 
Walker, of Pawhuska, Okla.; and Dr. W. 
B. Farquharson, of Phoenix. The AAEP’s 
attention was directed to this problem by 
Dr. Miller, track veterinarian at New 
Mexico courses, who has refused starting 
privileges to several Thoroughbred and 
Quarter Horses on the grounds that their 
mouths were older than the registration 
papers indicated. 

The convention approved raising the 
annual membership dues from $15 to $25, 
effective in 1962: authorized a contribution 
of $250 to the Grayson Foundation and 
was urged to give individual support to 
that organization; and initiated a by-law 
change which, if approved at the next 
annual meeting, will allow full member- 
ship to veterinarians outside the contin- 
ental limits. 


Dr. Horace N. Davis, of Lexington, Ky.. 
distributed among the members a 207-page 
summary of the proceedings of the 1959 
convention. Dr. Frank J. Milne, chairman 
of the Department of Large Animal Sur- 
gery at Ontario Veterinary College. ac- 
cepted the task of editing the 1960 pro- 
ceedings for publication. 


In the future issues of The Blood-Horse 
some of the technical discussions at the 
meeting will be published. in full or in 
summary.

others. The sire of May High is Hyno 
(Hygro—No Nane, by Noah), and the 
dam is the unraced Miss Gaines, by Hygro 
—Lady Band Play, by Band Play. 

Thus far the pedigree is all Thorough- 
bred, if we accept the Quarter Horse stud 
book’s description of Band Play as such. 
(Band Play, by Band Time, by High 
Time. apparently was not registered with 
The Jockey Club.) The third dam was 
an unnamed Quarter Horse by Rex, son 
of the Thoroughbred Rex Beach. There 
the pedigree fades from the records, but 
it is about 10 to 1 that other Thorough- 
breds were involved in it. 

Until the snow and record cold spell hit, 
Sunland Park was about 16 per cent above 
its 1959-60 meeting in mutuel turnover, 
and the good-weather pace was expected 
te be resumed. The $3,000,000 plant, 
whose president is L. R. (Riley) Allison, 
was designed by William E. Burk Jr. in 
very much the pattern that the architect 
used in the design of Turf Paradise and 
the new Latonia. The spiral curves of the 
course are a Burk innovation. 

The site was a swampy area by the Rio 
Grande. To gain enough elevation for the 
track, stands, and stable area, dirt was 
taken from the infield in such quantities 
that the space inside the one-mile oval is 
nearly all lake, the surface of which repre- 
sents the water table in the area. Now in 
its second season, Sunland Park appears 
to be sitting high and dry financially. And 
a new generation of people in E! Paso, 10 
minutes away across the Texas border, 
are just beginning to learn the meaning 
of straight, place, and show. J. A. E. 


Santa Anita Park has opened its gates to the public, which now gathers each 


morning to watch the race horses work out and to have an open-air breakfast.

of chemists to establish racing policy. 
Racing is indebted to them for their 
analysis of samples and reporting to the 
proper authorities. Many of them have 
no practical first-hand knowledge of rac- 
ing itself. If asked to express their opin- 
ions, they certainly have a right to do so. 
These opinions, however. should not be 
binding on those charged with the conduct 
of racing, who are in a better position to 
determine official policy. 


Let us consider the owner. Throughout 
ali of this, he is the forgotten man. In 
many cases, it seems he can only pay the 
bills. To cite a typical case in point, 
recently an owner paid $100,000 for a 
horse that had won a maiden race and 2 
race for non-wianers of 2. The colt had 
shown sufficient promise to recommend 
purchase, but very shortly he developed 
a condition which necessitated treatment. 
On racing performance up to that point, 
it would have been extremely difficult to 
retire the colt to stud and expect to help 
“make” him, even though the pedigree 
was good. The owner could not sell an 
unsound horse. and of course he was in no 
mood to destroy the animal. But he would 
have had an alternative, if it had been

permitted, to treat the ailment, thus allow- 
ing the horse to have a normal athletic 
life and the owner some chance to get 
even. 


It isn’t easy to go up and down the 
street and find owners who are willing to 
run all the risks with so little chance to 
get even. The breeder in turn must be 
affected when many promising produce 
have been unproved because infirmities 
resulting from the trauma of racing pre- 
vent full expression of their ability. One 
of the greatest tennis players this country 
has produced suffered from diabetes

which required constant treatment with 
insulin. At no time was he barred from 
competition because of the affliction. On 
the contrary, the American public has 
great respect for the underdog and the 
handicapped, such as Glen Cunningham 


and Wilma Rudolph. 


As to Butazolidin, on which an unfair 
onus has been placed, a few facts from 
the medical aspect may be of interest. 
As long ago as 1953 a world renowned 
pharmacologist, Dr. Domenjaz, made an 
extensive study whose conclusion was 
“that the action of Butazolidin depends 
upon its anti-inflammatory effects.” In 
human medicine, one of the drug’s main 
clinical indications is the treatment of the 
perivascular inflammations of thrombo- 
phlebitis. Other uses are in certain post- 
surgical conditions, ophthalmologic condi- 
tions, cellulitis, and many others. In eval- 
uation of anti-inflammatory compounds. 
Butazolidin is the standard drug against 
which all new compounds are measured. 
It has neither stimulant nor depressant 
action on the animal body. 


In veterinary circles the American As- 
sociation of Equine Practitioners devoted a 
major part of the annual general meeting 
in December, 1959, to discussion of the 
medication problem. Representatives of 
The Jockey Club, racing commissions. 
HBPA, and racing chemists took part 
in a discussion involving the use of all 
medications at race tracks. After the 
discussion, the AAEP proposed a rule 
which would ban the use of all stimulants. 
depressants, or local anesthetics. 


We can hardly hold back progress. Im- 
provement in surgical procedures, parti- 
cularly in bone and joint technique and 
anesthesia, have made the difference be- 
tween a useless horse and a return to the 
ability demonstrated prior to surgery. Ad- 
vances in other phases of medicine are 
just as great. 

The true controversy is: Should the best 
therapeutic agents and procedures avail- 
able to modern medicine be utilized by 
veterinarians in order to maintain the 
race horse in consistent top form?

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OBITUARY 


V. J. Sovinski 


V. J. Sovinski. 53-year-old trainer of the 
1960 Kentucky Derby winner Venetian 
Way. died of a heart attack on December 
19 at Miami. Fla. 

A native of Kankakee. IIl.. Mr. Sovinski 
played professional baseball for the Deca- 
tur. Ill. club of the Three-Eye League, 
before he became a baker in the Chicago 
area. After becoming chief baker for the 
A and P stores, he bought his first Thor- 
oughbred horses in 1938. and had_ built 
up a 20-horse stable before he entered 
the army. He was discharged from the 
service as a staff sergeant in 1944, and the 
following year he received his trainer’s 
license. In 1956 he sold his cwn horses 
and gave up the clients for whom he train- 
ed to take over the stock owned by the 
Sunny Blue Farm of Isaac Blumberg. and 
he stayed with Sunny Blue until his death. 

The best of the horses he handled for 
Blumberg were Lincoln Road and Vene- 
tian Way. both of which were bought at 
Keeneland. 

Mr. Sovinski is survived by his wife, 3 
brothers, and a sister. 


James E. Dooley 


Judge James FE. Dooley, 76-year-old 
president of Narragansett Park, died last 
week at Pawtucket, R. I., where he had 
lived since 1900. 

Judge Dooley in 1919 drafted the 
Rhode Island legislature’s first pari-mu- 
tuel bill. He advocated the passage of 
the bill each suceeding year, and in 1928 
it passed the House of Representatives 
but died in a Senate committee. In 1933 
the bill passed both houses of the Legis- 
lature but was vetoed by the governor. 
In 1934 the bill, now carrying a refer- 
endum clause, passed the legislature and 
was approved by a margin of about 5 to 1. 

In 1933 Judge Dooley had acquired an 
option on the land where Narragansett 
Park now stands, and after the referen- 
dum was completed in 1934 he and a 
small group purchased the land. He or- 
ganized the Narragansett Park Racing 
Association, becoming its secretary and 
general counsel. In 1936 he was elected 
as vice president, in 1938 president, and 
he had served in that capacity ever since. 

Judge Dooley was one of the original 
members of the group which organized 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations in 
1942. He became the TRA’s first secre- 
tary, serving for 4 years. He was made 
treasurer in 1945, and beginning in 1946 
he served 2 terms as president. 

A native of Hinsdale, Mass., Judge 
Dooley received his early education at 
Pawtucket and Providence, and after grad- 
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uating from Georgetown University he was 
admitted to the bar at Washington, D. C.. 
and in Rhode Island. During his political 
career. Judge Dooley served as assistant 
secretary to U. S. Sen. Nelson V_ Aldrich, 
as secretary to U. S. Sen. Henry F. Lippitt, 
reading clerk to the Rhode Island Senate, 
and justice of the Eighth District Court. 
In addition to his business association with 
Narragansett Park. Judge Dooley was a 
senior partner of the law firm of Dooley. 
Dunn. and Paolino. and he was secretary 
of the Associated Theatres of Rhode 
Island. a company operating motion pic- 
ture theaters in the state. 


Promoted Other Sports 


In addition to racing. Judge Dooley was 
interested in many other sports. He was 
president of the Canadian-American Hock- 
ey League for 6 years, and he owned and 
operated the Providence Reds (hockey 
team) for nearly 20 years. He was a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
National Football League for 7 years, and 
was secretary-treasurer of the Providence 
Steam Rollers (professional football 
team) when they won the league cham- 
pionship in 1928. He was secretary, treas- 
urer, and later president of the Providence 
Greys (professional baseball team) of the 
International and Eastern Leagues, and 
he promoted outdoor bicycle races in 
Providence in the 1920's. 


Providence College in 1948 awarded 
Judge Dooley an honorary degree of doc- 
tor of business administration. In 1950 he 
was appointed a Knight of Malta by the 
late Pope Pius XII. He was a founding 
trustee of the Jockeys’ Guild Foundation, 
and in 1952 he was named “Man of the 
Year” by the Jockeys’ Guild. In 1959 he 
was honored by New England Turf 
writers for his contributions to the sport.
